Her second suggestion met with 
what Commissioner ”Bierman 
characterized as headshaking in the 
wrong direction”by backers of the 
project. (Bierman eventually voted 
against the intended approval.)

Questions about Project Remain 


Well，finally a decision on the Ning Yung 
Association Project on Hang Ah alley has been made. 
There is no question that a decision of some sort was 
reached at the last planning commission hearing. The 
question whcih 已 asWJrestfinds itself facing is exactly 
what was the decision? Several newspaper accounts 
and their headlines would lead a reader to believe that 
“condo project won”and that the“playground lost.>” 

Unfrotunately, that is not how 无 cstWJFrest recalls 
the hearing or the vote. The commissioners after three 
hours ofheated debate, which included more than a few 
moments oftense yelling, finally decided to take avote 
of intent.” Ihe commission's inability to make a final 
decision stemmed from the community's inability to 
agree to the language and provision about two major 
items Which have caused Problems all along the 
compromise way: What happens to Chinatown open 
space and to the garment shops? 

Until those issues and afew others are resolved, the 
vote taken by the commissioners is not final. If no 
agreeable compromise can be made,then it would seem 
that the vote of intent must fail.

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Sensei Seiichi Tanaka Teaches 
Taiko, Preaches Discipline

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Though 
he does not at first glance appearthat 
different than many other Japanese 
Americans wandering through the 
small eateries of the Japan Center, a 
Second look dispels the initial image. 
His muscles, even when relaxed, are 
taut andthoughbarely forty years of 
age，he is accorded 3a respect 
Usually _ reserved for those much 
older. 

Sensei (teacher) Seiichi Tanaka 
unquestionably deserves the 
admiration and respect he receives 
from the community. Almost single- 
handedly, the immigrant from Japan 
helped to revive (and establish to 
heights never berfore reached) the 
art and custom of taiko drum playing 
in the US， 

STYLE 

According to Tanaka, there are 
about 40 taiko groups in America. 
He helped to found at least half of 
them. He has developed a particular 
style that combines traditional 
Japanese taiko with his previous 
martial arts experience, 

“This is a new Style that is 
completely different than what other 
groups ， were doing,” explained 
Tanaka. “Most groups in the US are 
now taking up some of my style 一 
stance, placement of drums.” 

The expansion of the senseis 
elements of taiko to other groups is 
not too surprising. He spends many 
of his days traveling to other cities 
and countries to work with taiko 


groups, In some instances, students 上 


have traveled from afarjust to study 


With the man who has done so much 多 膨 


to bring about a taiko renaissance. 

“Ten years ago ... one ofthe top 
men of the Omoto Foundation [of 
Japan] was watching us at a concert 
at the Cherry Blossom Festival” 
recalled Tanaka. “He jliked our 
drums because we had lots of 
movement and spirit.” 

Because the man from the 
foundation wanted his religioius 
group to experience this spirit，said 
the sensei，students have come to 
him to study with him for the last 
Seven years. “They study taiko and 
then send the experience back to 
Japan.”Two men currently play

Calling drumming“instinctive,” 
Tanaka explained, “Taiko is a most 
Primitive thing, very, Very Primitive. 
Anybody can beat [something]. 
Hitting,”he asserted，is most basic 
in all human beings. They will hit 
whatever makes Sound. 

“Maybe a tree Was hit by 
lightning,” conjectured Ianaka, 
“and it becomes hollow, It sounds 
different and the ,sound carries 
[better].” Drumming on 3a hollow 
treemayhavefollowedthe discovery 
of sounds made by clapping hands 
and stomping feet, said Tanaka as he 
demonstrated with his own body. 

As for his own beginnings with 
the art of taiko，the Sensei Said， 
“When Iwas youngIhad achanceto 


playdrums at country festivals about 
two times a year. There was no TV， 
no entertainment [sol 工 beat 
drums. .. .Idon'tknow who started 
it, but I watched and learned.” 

When he came to the US in 
1968,he wenttothe Cherry Blossom 
Festival in Japantown.“Something 
Was missing 一 there was no drum. 
had enough nerve to start drumming 
with my Own little experience,”he 
laughed. 

Though he had not studied 


drumming.“That was not enough. 工 
wanted to do more. 工 went back to 
;Japan to study different groups at 
jleast one or two times a year.”

Ianaka stressed that he has | 
learned much from his taiko students 
about being Japanese American.

“IThrough drumming, there is not 
only culture, but also an exchange or 
bridging [of differences],， Most 
Sanseis who do drum not only enjoy 
the mnusic, but,”he added, through 


drumming， they expand “their 
identity-. 
“Through  WWI， [Japanese 


Americans] had to be quiet. There 
was no culture. Now with the third 
generation，well,”laughed Tanaka， 
“they are not exactly quiet people!” 

He noted, for instance, that the 
SF group has five women. This was

unusual in Japan，especially at the 
time when most of the Japanese 
immigrants left Japan，When the 
female members wanted to join， 
Tanaka remembered that some of 
the parents were Surprised， Now， 
however, the parents have accepted 
their daughters” interest and have 
even agreed to help the group with 
Some of its activities. 

Studying taiko under the sensei is 
not for the faint of heart or the weak. 
The name “taiko dojo "means “taiko 
discipline,”said Tanaka.

high need areas such as Chinatown， 
with previously-approved funds.“It 
is not the obligation of the developer 
to do this unless it builds a structure 
near a playground,”noted Lew. 

The city has been eyeing Several 
different pieces of Chinatown 
property， including the Cathay 
Mortuary on Powell, for a park. The 
Imayor has agreed to Speak to Owner 
Nick Daphne to persuade him to sell 
the property and thus avoid forcing 
the city to take the land through 
eminent domain. 

Daphne，however，has already 
declared he does not want to sell the 
mortuary， Neither the better parks 
committee nor ITIom Malloy，the 
general manager of the Recreation 
andPark Dept. are optimistic that an 
agreement about the Site can be 
reached. Theyhave already worked 
unsuccessfully for years to reach a 
resolution. 


If the property can be acquired 
only through eminent domain，one 
Speaker pointed out that the procesSs 
to give Chinatown open Space could 
take years. One case involving land 
just outside of Chinatown has been 
before the courts for about four years 
already,， She observed. 

In addition to the sta 任 
recommendation abonut an0 
alternative space，the Ning Yung 
Association would alsohaveto agree 
to rent the Commodore Stockton 
playground for at least 22 hours a 
weekforatleast 10 years andmake 站 
available to the，public._ IIhe 
aSSociation has agreed to this and 
also ”offered to increase the 
maintenance of Portsmouth Square. 

The other major problem focuses 
on theforced displacement of a two 
garment Shops currently located at 
the building site. The :staff proposed 
thatthe shop ownersbegivenarightof 
first refusal to enter the new building 
after construction at a rental of no 
more than 796 over what they 
currently pay-. 

Mel Lee, a spokesperson for the 
developer association told the 
commissioners that the Shops now 
pay only 50-609% of the eurrent 
market rent rate.“No matter where 
they go,they'llhaveto paymore than 
what they're paying now,” he 
maintained.

He said that while Ning Yung is

In her first public statement 
about the project, Mayor Feinstein 
sent 3a letter to the- commission 
voicing her Support for its 
construction. She cited the Ning 
Yung Association's intent to allow 
its elderlymembers otrenttheluxury 
units as 3a measure to increase the 
desperately-needed senior housing 
in Chinatown. 

Gordon Chin，director of the 
Chinatown Neighborhood 
Improvement Resource “Center， 
noted, however,thathousing wasnot 
really an issue in this project. (His 
group has long advocated for the 
retention ” and construction of 
affordable low- and moderate- 


income housing.) 

Rather, Chin identified the major 
issues as the effecton garment shops， 
tra 人 c congrestion and open Space.

Neustra Familia. 

Lee claims that he was attacked 
by Needham who pulled a knife out 
ofhis shirt. In the ensuing struggle he 
was able to getthe knife anduseit on 
Needham in self-defense. Leehad no 
previous ” connections ”with any 
Prison gang. 

MURDER 
Lee was convicted of the firstr 
degree _ murder of Needham and 
sentenced to San ' Quentin's gas 
chamber. An appellate court later 
Overturned his conviction; the state 
Supreme Court agreed last March. 

Lee_ was _ finally set free on 
$237,000 property bond later that 
month. This was the first time in ten 
years that he was not imprisoned 
Somewhere. He has spent the last 
two and a half months primarily in 
the Bay Area，working and 
attending Several meetings of 
committees which had formed to 
Support him. 

Lee returned to Stockton last 
Week for a pre-trial hearing where he 
Was greeted by more than 80 of his 
Supporters. 

Lee's attorneyS Stewart Hanlon 
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“Do you think thatthis publicity 
can be gotten rid ofP2”Hanlon asked 
Judge Saiers.“Even the favorable 
press has called Chol Soo Lee a 
Neustra Familiahitman and a two- 
time killer,，plus the local newspaper， 
the StockKto7m 及 ecord， has had 
extensiVe coverage， commented 
Hanlon. 

“After all that Chol Soo Lee has 
gone through in the past ten years， 
the leasthe can askforis afairtrial,”

by the failure of Dr， Mervyn 
Silverman; Director of Public 
Health and other Health 


Department officials to attend a 
community hearing on Chinatown 
health problems, community leaders 
and patients picketed the health 
department yesterday. About , 35 
people attended the ”picket， 
protesting the rotation of bilingual 
staff outside of Health Center 4， 

Several persons also attended the 
hearing held last Saturday at the 
Commodore Stockton ”School 
auditorium by the Chinatown 
North Beach District Council. 
Patients and sta 仔 expressed their 
anger Over the proposed rotation of 
district health o 仁 cer Dr，Cecilia 
Johnson. 

20 YEARS 

“Johnson has been the district 
health ” o 舍 cer for 20 years，no 
Specific reasons was given for her 
rotation,” cited Dr. Floyd Huen,，a 
former clinic physician at Health 
Center 4. Johnson is scheduled to be 
rotated on July 1, to Health Center 5 
and replaced by May Wong, district 
health officer of Health Center5, but 
no formal announcement has yet 
been made. 

“Although a bilingual-bicultural 
person ”would be “preferable， 
Silverman has not sat down and 
discussed this with community 
Tepresentatives. Dr. Johnson is also 
in favor of having 3a bilingual- 
bicultural person, as long as we can 
continue the services which we 
provide. No one in the community 
was consulted about Mary Wong 一 
we have no idea what she is like,” 
explained Huen. 

“Dr. Johnson is dedicatedtothe 
community. She helped to start other 
agencies such as On Lok and as head 
of Health Center 4, has created an 
arm ofbilingual services,”stated Ed 
Lee of the Asian Law Caucus, a co- 
counselor in Johnson's grievance. 

In addition to Johnson，two 
bilingual nurses are scheduled to be 
rotated out ofthe centeron August 1. 
The nurses，who have 12- and 18- 
years ”of _ experience in the 
community， sta 任 the family 
planning，Prenatal and chest clinic， 
which screens for tuberculosis. 

MORATORIUM 

Last May Silverman's city-wide 

advisory board recommended a six- 


month moratorium on the rotations， 
but Silverman has chosen to proceed 
WwWith them.“There's no _ guarantee 
that we get 3 Chinese-Speaking 
replacement, ”stated Lily Chin, one 
ofthe nurses Scheduled to beTotated. 

“Good health care is the most 
important thing as far as the 
community is concerned， Withonut 


community _ health we cannot 
function,” expressed hearing 
moderator Lim P，Lee. “If they 


tamper with oOuT services then We 
have the right to speak out.” 

The community and patients also 
lodged several other complaints 
against Silverman'”s policies and 
practices，First was his refusal to 
fund the costs of repairing an -Tay 
machine which broke down in 1980. 
Patients must now travel to SF 
General Hospital for 和 -raySs. They 
charged that the hospital does not 
have adequate bilingual staff. 

Another complaint centered on 
the changes which have beset the 
family planning unit of the center. 开 
is one of the largest Programs at 
Health Center #4 and was recently 
forced to go underthe control of civil 
ServVice. 


REDUCED 

Speakers also said that bilingual 
staff have had their hours reduced 
and the administrators who built the 
program are being ousted and 
harassed. Family planning receives 
about 7,500 .patient visits a year. 

Last，there is now talk, about 
making prenatal patients go to SF 
General to save money, the speakers 
contended. Prenatal patients 
account for about 2,$00， visits 
yearly, 

“We've had stable .patient-staff 
relations at the center. No one asked 
the patients how they feel about the 
rotations,” said Damon Lee，a 
physician at Laguna “Honda 
Hospital.“Silverman has declinedto

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Cranston, Lowry to Introduce 
JA Redress Bills in Congress 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Senator 
Alan Cranston (D-Calif.) and Rep. 
Mike Lowry  (D-Wash.) will 
introduce legislation this weekthatis 
aimed at what the senator describes 

Ss “Tighting an old wrong.”The 
Proposed laws would provide for 
monetary compensation for the 
Japanese American citizens and 
legal residents who were put into 
goverment detention camps during 
World War II. 

Their proposals come just 3a 
week after the Commission 00 
Wartime Relocation and Internment 
of Civilians issued its 
recommendations to Congress that 
each Japanese American internedbe 
paid $20,000 to help compensate for 
their forced relocation and 
imprisonment，whbich in Some cases 
lasted Several years， 

INJUSTICE 

In its lengthy report issued last 
February, the commission called the 
mass incarceration 3a “grave: 
injustice.”After several months of 
hearings and reviewing of old 
government documents， the 
CongressSionally - mandated 
commission concluded that. the 
internment had no justification. 
Further， it _ charged that the action 
resulted _ from wartime hysteria， 
racism and a lack of leadership by 
politicians. 

Contrary to many popular 
accusations and beliefs, no Japanese 
Americans were ever charged with 
Or convicted of espionage or 
Sabotage during the war. The Justice 
Department, the FBI and the Office 
of Naval JIntelligence found no 
evidence of Japanese American 
disloyalty.。 Nevertheless， these 
charges Were used ;to justify the 
incarcerations，. 

“The commission Teport 
confirmed what a great many 


conscientious Americans have long 
believed: jhese Americans of 
Japanese descent ”were ， clearly 


mlstreated and their basic civil 
liberties violated,”said presidential 
hopeful Cranston， 

The senator，who shortly after

“Forfour days in the cold, snow- 
covered camp at Heart Mountain, 工 
spentmytimeround-the-clockinside 
the barbed wire camp，talking to 
internees and visiting with a number 
of my boyhood friends from Los 
Altos,”said Cranston. 

“We ate meals together, talked 
over old times, walked around in the 
bitingly cold weather, played poker 
(in wanton violation of camp rules1) 
and danced together at a football 


rally， 。 

“My friends 人 former 
classmates,” he ”remembered， 
“justifiably felt themslves robbed of 
their citizenship. IIhey “were 


distressed at the racial prejudice 
behind their internment. They were 
anxious for their govermnment to 
prove its own adherence to 
democracy and to the very ideals for 
WwWhich it was then at war.” 

Cranston charged，“the mere 
Presence of Japanese blood in loyal 
American citizens was believed to 
warrant removal and exclusion from 
places they otherwise had a right to 
go 

AFEFRONT 

A co-sponsor of the bill which 
created the commission, the senator 
believed the WWII action by the 
government was aterrible affrontto 
the ideals for which this nation 
stands.” 

His verison of the bill would 
follow somewhatthe lines laidoutby 
the commission recommendations， 
reported Mabel Ng，the office 
director of Cranston's northern 
California office. The senator，she 
noted，“has worked closely with 
Rep. Lowry and the ” Japanese 
American community to getinputfor 
a bill that would-work.” 

The problem which most 
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politicians and community members 
identify as .facing _ progress and 
bassage of the bill is convincing 
Congress _ that it Should allocate 
money for compensation to the 
individuals interned，Though the 
commission Tecommendations Set 


the_ maximum total figure at $1.5- 


billion, its report estimated thattotal 
economic losses suffered by the 
internees could be as high as $6.2 
billion. 

Because of the anticipated 
Problems with the monetary figure， 
Cranston has decided not to include 
a Specific number in his bill Ng 
maintained， “Once you start 
Specifying an amount，the focus 
becomes $20,000 for 120,000 
internees，and how Imuch that will 
cost!” 

In a Senate controlled by 
Republicans and with an 


administration whose record on civil 


Tights is not supportive，Ng felt a 
Specific amount could stop passage 
of the bill. 
ERAMEWORK 
“We want a general bill and see 
it go through Congress. A committee 
can decide on the details [later],”she 
stated. “IThis could establish  a 
Vehicle, a 位 amework which we could 
push through the Senate andnot [have 
这] get killed.” 
Rep.Lowry，however，Pbelieves 
that a compensation bill should have 


aspecific amount listed, and his bill 


will carry Such a figure. According to 
his DC aide，Ruthann 玉 urose， 
though, the exact figure may not yet 
be decided upon. Lowry's original 
bill had listed $25,000.

Though dispensing medicine 
Without the proper credentials is 3 
problem， all Wong， Fang and 
Schmoll brought up another issue 
that frequentiy comes with the 
passing of years: forgetfulness and 
confusion， 

“Ifthe personhas nofamily,then 
what do we do"” asked Wong. 
NEMS staff make home visits “to 
bridge the gap between doctors and 
patients. Doctors don'thave thetime 
to monitor drug use,”she asserted、 
Through these homes visits，Wong 
Said that. she ”Sometimesfound 
patients still in possession of a full 
bottle of medication，which, if used 
according to the doctor's directions， 
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calling a doctor and letting him/her 
know what the situation is and what 
other medications are involved with 
a client. 

One of the most commonly 
mentioned problems focuses “on 
persons who suffer from 
hypertension. “Hypertension may 
not have any [outward] symptoms，” 
Fangexplained.“A patient may feel 
all right and not take his medicine., 开 
he_ continues this，then the blood 
PresSure keeps [on a] high [level].” 
She did acknowledge that some 
clients know that for hypertension 
they must keep on their medication. 

Participants ofthe On Lok health 
program are less likely to run into 
problems with multiple doctors and 
multiple drugs, or with not following 
a physician's orders，maintained 
Schmoll,

Dianne “Feinstein .last “week 
announced the appointment of an 
Asian American youth workerto her 
select commlttee to investigate 
alleged abuses at the SF Youth 
Guidance 。 Center. Je 人 Mori， 
executive director of the Japanese 
Community Youth Council，will be 
Part of a five-member team that will 
look into Several charges that youths 
and children held at the detention 
center have been Subjected to abuse. 

Mori， who learned of his 
apbpointment last Wednesday，told 
FastJest how he views his 
mandate with the committee. “OUTI 
charge is to look at the Specific 
charges and to make overall 
Tecommendations on how the System 
can change. At least that's what 
hope werre going to be doing. It is 
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broader than just looking at the 
Specific problems only,”he stressed. 
UMBRELLA 

Allegations of abuse arise 
principally from what the mayors 
office identifies as an “umbrella 
group of public service groups in the 
Mission district,”the Council of La 
Raza for Education, Assistance and 
Resources. 

A_ staff member of the council， 
Roberto Hernandez，stated that his 


.group has amassed Some “hard core 


evidence” documenting at least 
thirty charges. The evidence 
includes statements _ from both 
youths and parents and cover not 
only physical violations against 
children，but also instances where 
youths have notbeen fed atthe youth 
detention center. 

For the Hispanic commnunity 
Worker, the specific problem which 
caused a jlot of the recent angeT 
involved a minority youth brought in 
on minor charges. 

Hernandez said that this yotth 
was Iaped at YGC. And rather than 
calling in the police right away to 
look into the incident, the probation 
department ” conducted ts own 
investigation. Only after 10 days had 
already passed did the probation 
department call in the police. After 
the police had left，the child was 
raped a Second time.

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The mayor declared,“Because 
of recentrumors and allegations that 
children have been abused at the 
center，I want to asSure that the 
reSources of the full community are 
mobilized to investigate the situation 
and that the young people are 
Properly protected.” 

Several groups have already 
begun separate _ investigations into 
the alleged abuses，including the 
Human Ripghts Commission s Inter- 
group Clearing ” House， which 
mediates instances of community 
tension and complaints, the Juvenile 
Probation Office，and the police 
when criminal charges are involved. 

In addition，the SF Juvenile 
Justice Commission has begun its 
own investigation. According to 
Hernandez, after that group heard a 
presentation about the charges，one 
of the commissioners acknowledged 
that they already knew of the 
problems up at the Youth Guidance 
Center and requested a ful 
investigation. 

Feinstein stressed, “The special 


committee will supplant none of 


these [other efforts], but simply will 
reinforce the collective efiort to 
assure that any possible abuse is 
discontinued and eliminated.”Ihe 
five members will reviewthefindings 
of the _ investigations and make 
recommendations to her office， 
the probation department and the 
juvenile court judges, she explained. 
FINDINGS 

The mayor has asked the group 
to present its preliminary findings by 
August 15. The othermembers ofthe 
group include chair Rotea Gilford, a 
former homicide inspector with the 
police department and current 
director of the Mayors Criminal 
Justice _ Council Rosarios Anaya， 
President of the board of education 
and director of the Mission 
Language School; and Dr. Zuretti 
Goosby，chair of the JInter-Group 
clearing house. 

“IT want to assure that the 
counselors and others on the staff at 
YGC are well-trained and properly 
Supervised, and thatthe center is run 
with the interest of young people 
foremost,”emphasized the mayor. 
9%he also pledged her cooperation to 
[the juvenile court judges who are in 
charge of overseeing the center] in 
working to improve the conditions at 
the center. 

Mori expressed the hope thatthe 
commission “ would have the 
mayor's Support in that area. 
Hernandez，however，was not SO 
confident ”about the ， center s 
commitment to change、 

“The probation department is 
obviously covering up [the abuses],” 
he charged.

Hernandez was hopeful though，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 United 
Engineers，Inc.，a San Francisco- 
based contracting firm，received a 
$15 million contract on May 31 for 
construction of a new passenger 


terminal at the Oakland 
JInternational Airport，The firm”s 
Principal is Malcolm Yee，a San 
Erancisco native. 

Bids for the Port of Oakland 
project were originally opened two 
months ago, but all three low bidders 
did not meet requirements for 
participation by minority business 
enterprises Which were setbythe city 
of Oakland，state and the Federal 
Aviation Agency，which is funding 
alarge portion of the project. When 
bids “were ITeopened， ”United 
submitted the lowest and received 
the contract. 

SUCCESSEFUL 

This year has been United's 
most Successful ever， with the 
company currently involved in $40- 
50 million worth of work,including a 
waste treatment plant in Novato， 
power-generating plant for the East 
Bay Municipal Utilities District and 
other work. In each case, United was 
the lowest bidder. 

Asked why United has had so 
Imuch Success, Yee replied,“One of 
the reasons is that we're still small. 
Being small, your overhead is small. 
You don't have to get a job just to 
keep the company going. 

“Because we are Small,” he 
continued,“we can also reduce OUT 
margin of overhead to the extent that 
we can be more competitive. Ithink 
that when larger companies bid 
larger projects，they don't always 
look at the project itself，but they 
Imechanically have to put so much 


percentage on it. 

“They mechanically have to do 
this, andthey crank outjobs as akind 
of routine thing，so they don't 
analyze each and every job. With a 


smaller company you can do that,” 
Yee noted. 
PRINCIPALS 

Yee also remarked that'` since 
United is still small, the principals 
maintain a great deal ofinvolvement 
in proposals and projects.“We are 
able to look at each job very 
carefully,” he said. 

The new terminal will be located 
South of the existing terminal at the 
Oakland Airport and will be a steel 
frame structure， United did not 
originally bid on this project because 
they were preparing another bid due 
the same day. But when bids were 
Treopened，they prepared 3a new 
Proposal. 

United's permanent staff of 
about twenty to twenty-five mostly 
technical people such as engineers， 
jncludes Asian Americans，whites， 
Blacks，and Hispanics， Asians， 
however, are the largest group， 

“We hire people regardless of 
their ethnic background, but Asian 
people come to us because of our 
participation in various things.”He 
cited the Asian Contractors 
Association and the Minority 
Contractors Association, as possible 
factors _， affecting the “Asians” 
decision.“[There are] alot of Asian 
technical people out here，、 TIhey 
come to us by word of mouth.” 

EXPANDED 
United Engineers started in 
1967 by doing a lot of commercial 
projects.

Since thejob necessitates contact 
with various types of people 
depending on the building one is 
inspecting 一 from Bank of America 
building executives to gas Station 
attendants and owners of residential 
high-rises，one must enjoy dealing 
with people and possess oral 
communciation Skills. 

Alittle“diplomacy or tactb ”as 
Woo phrases it, comes in handy, to 
Show the people how to make their 
buildings safe, to do something that 
would benefitthem,too. Thisis more 
effective than ordering them.- 

DIFFICULTIIES 

FEor any other Asian woman who 
believes she is cut out for the fore- 
described type of work， Woo 
recommends her job. She has never 
encountered any difficulties on the 
job 一 either in public or from her 
colleagues 一 for _ being Asian orT 
female. 

There is another _ woman 
[Caucasian] fire safety inspector， 
and there are Asians and Blacks in 
the department also，according to 
Woo. Her co-workers are “Very 
cooperative.”And, though she has 
encountered . Surprise，the general 
public has not seemed to doubt 
whether she can do the job just 
because she is an Asian woman. 

Everyone is worried _ about 
burglars and muggers，Woo points 
out，but do people stop to take 
Imeasures for fire prevention 一 all the 
traditional “don'ts” about not 
Smoking in bed，not jletting the 
garbage_pile up, not allowing yoUT 
CR to play with mmatches and so 
On 

Ironically 


enough， all 
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Americans， statistically speaking， 
are likely to be involved in at least 
one fire in his/her lifetime，a 
probability outweighing that of 
burglary. Woo laughs that she 
herself is“still waiting for her fire.… 

But， quite definitely，she is one 
person who takes fire preyention 
seriously 一 and that kind of 
commitment，San Franciscans can 
Surely appreciate.
